a. Reported that the I I operation discussed at the Deputies' 

Meeting on 27 October was put into action on 31 October and the first results 
had been furnished the Department of State. After some discussion as to the 
advisability of informing the FBI of this matter, the Director stated before 
this was done he would review this whole matter with either the Under Secretary 
and/or the Secretary of State. In connection with dissemination of the 
information obtained from this source, the Director approved DD/I and AD/ 01 
receiving it on an eyes only basis in addition to the high level dissemination 
mad e to the Department of State. 
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
